Continental  Currency. 


Issues  of  May  10th,  1775,  the  first  issue  approved  by  the  Continental  Con¬ 
gress  in  Philadelphia,  the  First  Federally  Issued  Money  of  the  United  States. 
These  were  printed  by  Hall  and  Sellers  of  Philadelphia  from  border  cuts, 
emblems,  prints  and  so  forth  which  were  on  hand,  and  hand  set  type  for  the  rest. 


1  Set  of  $1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  all  in  good  to  fine  condition,  showing, 
beside  their  history,  their  age.  A  chance  to  own  a  set  of  the  smaller 
denominations  of  our  first  paper  currency.

Such  notes,  of  great  interest  historically,  were 
printed  in  both  Europe  and  the  Colonies,  and  were  described  then  as 
taking  “a  fair  advantage  over  an  enemy.”  Both  notes.

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69  “Additions  to  Common  Sense  Addressed  to  the  Inhabitants  of  America” 

by  Thomas  Paine,  inscribed  on  title  page  “Philadelphia,  Printed: 
London,  reprinted  for  J.  Almon,  opposite  Burlington  House,  in 
Piccadilly”  and  dated  1776.  This  is  the  follow  up  pamphlet  to  Paines 
better^  known  “Common  Sense”  and  is  a  really  important  and 
historic  Revolutionary  War  tract,  and  is  a  defense  of  American 
Independence  primarily  aimed  at  the  English  Quakers,  to  get  them  to 
side  with  the  Colonists  on  religious  grounds.  48  pages  in  absolutely 
pristine  condition.  Modern  bound  in  hard  cover  in  the  style  of  the 
Colonial  period.  A  really  scarce  item. 

70  A  petition  dated  Philadelphia,  Oct.  1st,  1787,  addressed  to  Benjamin 

Franklin,  asking  for  bankruptcy  proceedings,  and  more  impor¬ 
tant,  Franklins  answer  to  same,  and  signed  in  his  own  hand,  an 
exceedingly  rare  pair  of  documents,  both  12”  x  8”  and  in  excellent 
condition.  Franklin  acceeded  to  the  request  for  the  proceedings 
against  a  luckless  blacksmith  named  Payne  Newman.  The  reply  is 
addressed  to  Matthew  Clarkson,  a  member  of  the  Continental 
Congress  who  never  served,  George  Hughes,  Peter  Boynton, 
Richard  Bache  and  David  Lenox,  “or  to  any  four  or  three  of 
them”  Lovely  rare  item. 

71  A  letter  addressed  to  “Mr.  Franklin,  Minister  from  the  United  Pro¬ 

vinces  of  America  to  his  Majesty  for  France!”  This  letter  concerns 
the  arrival  of  Franklins  grandson,  Benjamin  Franklin  Bache,  in 
Paris,  and  Franklins  request  to  a  G.  De  Marignac  to  prepare  a  place 
for  the  child  to  stay.  Both  letters  are  on  one  letter  sheet,  postmarked 
Geneve,  dated  April,  20th,  1779,  and  are  in  excellent  condition.  A 
rare  and  unusual  item. 

72  Group  of  documents  relating  to  the  Washington  family.  Check  8/1/1820  by 

G.  Washington/adopted  son)  and  fifteen  holograph  or  printed  checks 
drawn  by  Elenry  A.  Washington(descendant)  dated  1838-1857  and  six 
drawn  by  Lawrence  Washington  dated  1838-1855.
